On 20 June the 31 Company of a coastal defense battalion of the Chekiang 5 
Military District Command* moved to an area at the mouth of the Ou River. 


Five Chinese Communist motor junks of the motor junk unit of the 103 Division 
were in the Chuangyuanch® lao~Wenchou area, each equipped with Wo small 
cannons and two light machine guns.
